ing several months ot tho Hosey ad- 
ministration there was a very fair im- 
itation of Sunday observance by the 


. saloons. That condition did not Issue 


from tho city hall .nor was it main- 
•tained by 
any 
effort 
of authority 


^-•'-therein ensconced. A part of the sa- 


' loonkeepers, fearful' that continued in- 


dulgence by the administration and 
persistent law-breaking by tho saloons 
would bring the traffic a blast of pub- 
lic wrath in the form of an option 
election moved with some effect for 
a change of conditions and from early 
in. the last spring until just prior to 
tho city election this fall most of the 
saloons conformed to the law. 
To- 


. morrow, however, the situation will be 


different. 
Tho-saloons will bo closed

It also can be s;ifely as- 
serted that at Iea6t-'6e.vcu ounces ot rub- 
ber went Into-each of Llicso tlre.=, and 
placing the cost of rubber on an average 
of Jl.'JO per pound, would bring the value 
of tlin rubber to J36.750.000. In addition, 
ever.- tire contains about twelve ounces 
of other ingredients which average about 
61 cents per pound, making a cost of 
$33.800.000. 
Theso two items 
together

estimate- of the cost of the. other differ- 
ent parts used, in the manufacture of bi- 
cycles during tiie last twenty years.

CARE OF MARKET AND BREEDING HOGS. 


FEED AND CARE MUST BE VARIED IN ACCORDANCE WITH WHAT IS TO 


BE DONE WITH THE ANIMAL

The pig that is to be sold for meat 


has but a few months to llv« and there 
should be no let-up in feeding from 
birth. 


H will begin to eat shelled corn at 


3 or 4 weeks of age, and a little sweet 
skim-milk or a. thick mush of the .same 
mat»rlal ;IK that given the mother is 
a icreat help to hasten growth. 


\V«ll-br<d or even good-grade pigs 


should weigh 60 to SO pounds when 
weaned at 3 months of age, and should 
then go on' alfalfa, clover or other 
fresh green pasture and have corn 
twice a day. 


Late in the summer there should be 


ready for them a pasture of rape, field 
peaa or soy beans, besides the corn. 


If their teeth become pare, change 


to shelled corn, soaked twenty-four 
hours in water slightly salted. 


It will pay to have a cool, xhaily 


pUce where It is rather dark, if pos- 
sible, for the pigs to lie in during the 
hent of the day. with free access to 
a mixture of salt, copp'rap, lime and 
ashes. 


Th? feeder r.hould walch closely to 


set th»t ev»ry pis; is eating with' a 
r*lish. 


If pits cough it is probably due. to 


R dusty *hfld. Worms* will also cause 
z. cough, ami If the hair becomes starv- 
ing: and deid in appearance it Is well 
to slve a worm powder.

In raising hops to be used as breed- 


ers the object is v«ry different. They 
are not to go to market at fi to 10 
months of age, but to grow on to ma- 
turity. 


Th«y should be pushed for rapid 


iro^th, but! must be fed for a growth 


of frame and boue; :iut fattened un 
corn, but expanded by a. feed rich in 
protein. 


At tf to S or 10 months of age they 


should show more length of body :md 
more scale than the market bogs and 
be smooth and w!l covered, but not so 
fat as for market. 


This can bo very easily done by feed- 


ing a mlxM grain ration, with 1" per 
cent of tankasc or 10 per cent of oil- 
meal. 


J.M> corn, barley and oats sround 


together, mixed thickly with water ami 
fed at once while sweet. 
It is much 


better to mix threi; pounds of milk to 
one pound of grain. 


If on» has no milk the next best feed 


Is 10 per cent of tankage. If ono has 
the corn and does not want to buy 
tho mill feeds, lit- can use SO per rent 
of I'orn and -0 per cent of tankage and 
have a well-balanced ration. 


Th'e summer treatment of young: piss 


should be about the same as for the 
market pigs. 
For late summer :ind 


fall I have made it a. practice to have 
a field of Evergreen sweet corn to feed 
in the roasting ear. 


I begin by adding one stalk and car 


for each pig in Aiditlon to his other 
feed; in a, few days, two stalks and 
two ears, and gradually Increase, thib 
amount to a full feed, while diminish- 
ing the other ration. 


In winter the hroorl sows shouli

GOOD CELLAR VENTILATION 


A cellar that meets modern require- 


ments must be dux in ground that if 


ll drained, cither naturally or by 


artificial means. It must be remem- 
bered that a cellar is not. first of all. 
a. storeroom: it is an essential part of 


<i well-planned house, especially neces- 
sary in the northern states, in helpins 
to keep an equable temperature; and 
if Its walls and floor are what they 
should be it prevents dampness and 
ground air from rising into the house.

WEARS OUT HIS FARM IN A SINGLE LIFETIME 


Rich Soil Rendered Sterile Through Continuous 


Bad Cropping and Poor Management of Fertility

"Our 
inexhaustibly rich soil" and 


many similar expressions to indicate 
that the land would never become less 
productive were quite common a dec- 
ade ago. 
But you seldom hear such 


words now; they are passing away 
with many other thoughtless conceits. 


But whoever heard of f . man taking 


a piece of virgin soil and literally 
wearing It out in his own'lifetime? 


^. most impressive illustration of this 


very thing re.cently came under the 
writer's personal observation, a few 
rn|l«s" from Carbondale in 
southern 


Illinois. 
.' 


A' man now well along iri his nine 


ties is- living, upon a 120-acre farm 
which, ho secured from the govern- 
ment about sixty years ago at $1.25 an 
acre. The 'place has never been trans- 
ferred to another person. 


It was good ground and used to 


produce thirty-five bushels o£ wheat 
per acre, but lias been farmed so con- 
stantly to corn and wheat without any 
intelligent rotation or provision to re- 


•• turn the -plant foot! taken off in the 


crops that-now .the produce of the land 
barely enables the occupants to exist 


The lost wheat crop was two bush- 


els .'per acre, , Probably less than ten 
bushles of corn per aero were raisec 
there this year. 'The land can be 


; counted,- on for little if any more than 


a quarter of an average crop. Some 
of this land must lie idle, every' year 
to "resit .un" for the next crop—as the 
writer..sa>y. 


A near-by .farmer lias forty bushd! 


of corn, per acre and may have abov 


'• thirty bushels p« acre this year. Lam 


is a. spod price, in that locality. 


For any-real farming that contem 


plates.'-more than keeping soul an 
'body together this farm has bee 
ruined. 
It wjll amount to nothing 


until it has the effect of right treat 
nient, and' rather expensive treattnen 


or a .series of years. And many an- 
ther Illinois farm has been practically 
uined in the sarno time, though scr- 
aps not many by tho so-called fami- 
ng; of one person, 


Tho owner con never "build up" 
uch land. The utmost he can do is 
o live. He has not even a dollar per 
acre to invest In improvement! Money 
Or such wise Investment must come 
rom outside the farm. 
It takes a little longer to ruin the 
Iclier land of central Illinois, but it 
can be done just as certainly, as is 
shown by tho thirty years of continu- 
ous corn growing on one o£ the uni- 


erslty plots at TJrbana. 
No\v'every''intelligent farmer is be- 


ginning to see that without some 
proper .caro.and repair his soil .will not 
maintain itself forever, any more than 
would Ills buildings. And happily, in 
most parts of Illinois- the farmers are 
still able to improve or to preserve 
:heir soil. 


Nothing more significant to Ameri- 


can agriculture has ever been uttered 
than the two sides of the same propo- 
sition persistently taught by Dr. Cyril 
G. Hopkins, the University oi' Illinois 
soil expert, as follows: 


"To.permanently maintain profitable 


systems of 'agriculture (is our most im- 
portant material problem, not only in 
Illinois but in the 'United States. 


"If we-shall succeed in. Illinois in 


discovering and adopting into general 
agricultural, practice, systems of farm- 
ing that will restore our soils to their 
virgin fertility and permanently main- 
tain a high productive, capacity for 
these Illinois lands, it will be the first 
time for this 'to ba accomplished any- 
where in the world over such an area." 


This is getting down to bedrock in 


agriculture. The most'far-sighted and 
unselfish farmers are just .beginning 
to comprehend the. literal meaning of 
these facts and the advisability of act- 
ing upon .them before it is. too late.

the first time she gets broody, but 
break her up to lay more eggs and set 
a lieu Or two In her place. 


hen a hen Is set. never ure more 


than eight or ten eggs, and even then 
select a large hen. 


Give her a warm place to sit and 


saturate the nest well with sulphur to 
keep away vermin. Use sulphur on 
the hen also. 


A hen that Is to fit for four weeks 


must be well fed and cared for. CJlve 
her plenty of fresh water and exercise 
and a small ration of good cornmeal 
wet with milk once each' day. 


When a brood of little turkeys are 


flrst hatched they are very weakly and 
should not be taken from the nest for 
at least twelve.^ hours. 


Warm, waterproof coops should be 


provided for them. Large dry goods 
boxes, such as can be bought for about 
"5 cents, make excellent coops. 


Turn then on their side, with blocks 


under the corners to' keep them off the 
ground. 
Kail strips of board over 


every crack. The top of tho box forms 
tho front of the coop. Nail lath across 
the front BO close together that 
little ones cannot crawl through anc 
make a little door through which to 
feed and water them at one end. 


I feed them on bread and milk for 


a few days and then give them corn- 
meal wet with Hweet milk and a pinch 
of salt and some clean sand.

Give them plenty 


water, but do not leave it where 


hey i-an' tumble into it, as a good. 
wetting is m«st certain to be the death 
if a little turkey. 


When they are a few days old 1 
ake off a lath from the front of tha 
•oop and let them run out after the 
dew is off. If the nights are chilly 01 
he weather should be damp, cover th» 
coop well witlh a warm blanket. 


The last year J raised turkeys 1 


Earned something very helpful. I put 
the coop under a large, tree, -where 
.here was shade in^ the afternoon antf 
"ound thaMbo little* "turks" never left 
the shade and did not run oft into th« 
grass and weeds and get lost, as they 
had formerly done. They cannot, en- 
dure the hot sun. 


If you ha.ve hens with little chicks 


do not put the coops near th'e ones 
where there arc little turkeys, ias a 
hen with chicks will kill little turkeys. 
A hen with turkeys will likewise kill 
the chickens. 


When the old turkey hens are set 


later on I take the same method with 
them as ivHh the hen' mother and 
brood, and take care to provide a large 
coop. 


When little "turks" are « to S -weeks 


old they cnn be let out with their 
mothers a short time each day if tha 
weather is good, and by the tima they 
are half grown they can get their own 
living by gleaning in the fields and 
will make no more trouble.

when selecting a brood 'sow to want 


with a large number of teats in 


order to accommodate a large litter of 
pigs. I had an inquiry from a < 
,omer some, time ago for two 
FO\V 


)igs, 
and the. buyer said that people 


told him that, a sow should have four- 
teen teats. 


There arc few sows with so many 


.eatb. and really the very large lit- 
ter is not, in my opinion, the most 
profitable one, anyway. 
A sow with 


ordinary care 'cannot properly nourish 
more than orght or ton pjgSi and j atn 
not sure but six or seven is better 
than ten. 


'I have had sows with ten and eleven 
itrs. but there are. always someTunts 


wh'ich do not grow fat. It takes just 
about all that the sow can digest to 
Ijeep 
the pigs making satisfactory 


growth. The sows with six or eight 
pigs will keep them growing- rapidly 
and I believe, making as many pounds 
of pork as tho large litters, and there 
Is not such a strain on the sow's sys- 
tem to provide food for the pigs.—-A. J.

One 
alfalfa and one clover, the seeds of 
which he collected, grew at a point 
where the temperature was'90 degrees 
below zero in winter, and the live 
stock of those regions thrived on them. 
Tho seeds, that he brought home with 
him cannot -yet "be distributed. 1 Not 
only is the supply limited, but they 
will have to be carefully tested by the 
Agricultural Department to see that 
they will do what is hoped and ex- 
pected they will.

can hardly 
he 


' classed among the lost arts, since there is 


so little art about them. The best of them 
represent the human profile in :i crude way, . 
and they were regarded as rather a cheap 
kind of pictures even in the days when they 


were most popular. Indeed the very word silhouette 
means something poor and cheap, and it had its oriyin 
in a spirit of ridicule. It is taken from Ktienuc dc 
Silhouette, who was a French Cabinet Xiniilcr in the 
year 1750, when the treasury of France was very low 
because of costly wars with Britain and Prussia and 
by the extravagances of the government. When Eticnr.c 
dc Silhouette became minister of finance, he set about 
making great reforms in the public expenditures. He 
was, by nature, a very "close", man, and he went to 
such extremes in keeping down 'the public expenses 
that he brought areat ridicule upon himself, and 
finally anything that was cheap and poor was referred 
to as (i la Silhouette.

A very crude picture was popular at that time. It 


was made by tracing the shadow 'or profile of a face 
projected by the light ,of a candle on a sheet of .while 
paper and the outline defined with a pcnci^. This -was 
sr.:h a very poor and cheap sort of a picture that it 
was at • once called a silhouette, in further derision 
of the very saving French minister, and the name has 
"£tuck." It is an instance of (.he curious derivation 
uf some words in common use, and'this unkind slur 
on a man who was rcaily trying to introduce needed 
reforms in the spending of the public money has long 
been accepted as a good and .proper word. Indeed, 
there1 i? no other word used for pictures of thts kit*!, 
although there were such pictures long before Mou- 
Mcur Eticnnc dc Silhouette had his name attached to 
them in so'embarrassing-a way.

Madame Pompadour brought the silhouette , into 


popularity by showing a great liking for it, and the 
pictures made.by casting: a shadow with a lamp were 
called profiles a la Pompadour. They were to be seen 
all over Fjancc. 


.Then the silhouette became popular in America a 


great many years ago, and a man named Charles Wil- 
son' Pcalc, who had a museum in Philadelphia, became 
famous for his cleverness in executing them. He in- 
vented a kii|d of a machine which traced the profile 
with extreme accuracy. 
Even George Washington sat 


to Pcalc for a silhouette, and all the mo;t prominent 
gcr.ilctr.cn and ladies of the day fell that they must 
have silhouette? of themselves. 


Then there was a boy of seventeen named James 


Ilubard, \yho came to thii country from England, and 
went from place to place setting up "Hubard Gal- 
leries," to which the people flocked to have silhouettes 
of themselves made by the clever "artist." lie had 
many samples of his work 0:1 exhibition. ai:d the people 
paid fifty cents for admission to the galler}-. . This also 
paid for a silhouette, which young Hubard cut 'out iii 
a very few fccond? with a pair of scissors. He was 
looked upon a? a great gciiins. apd he exhibited with 
pride a «ilvcr palette presented to him by the Philo- 
sophical Society of Glasgow in.appreciation of his un- 
iisu.il talent. On the pakttc were the words: "Pre-

America produced a sii'.ior.c'.ticl thought by mr.nj 


to be-as clever a:; any who had conic to our cor.ntry )'— 
from foreign lands. This was William Henry Brown--./ 
who was but sixteen years old when • he cut a very 
line d'.houcUc of General Lafayette, who .was then 
on a visit to this country. In some respects Brown 
.was even cleverer than r.ny of. his predecessors had 
been, lie was a kind of a "snap shot" iiilhoucUist, for lit 
could make silhouettes of men and women on the 
street without the subjects ol his pictures being aware 
of the fact that they were having their "likenesses" 
taken. Indeed, lit had sucji remarkable skill in memor- 
izing,faces and forms that he could look at a person or. 
the street and cut a w-ondcmilly good silhouette of the 
person after returning to his studio, lie went farther 
'than other silhoucttists had done, for-he made cut- 
\tings of ships,^and railroad trains and processions in 


wnich the figures were readily recognized. He made 
•'/ 


one cutting twenty-live feet long with sixty-five' per- 
sons in it, and so clever was the execution that it was 
easy to.recognize every figure in it.
